one,not Painted butterflie. Aſſure we our ſelues brethren, 
that as the rare and abſolute quality of the Pew, confiſteth 
not in Painting, Pricking forth, and tedious writing of 
ſixe lines ina ſtadie, no more doth the £xcellencie of Prea- 
chine inthe like exaQnes.

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hath put into them. This I rather beſcech you,to be wariec 
of, by how much wearethemore aptto fall into it, cſpeci- 
ally forthe Countenancing of our own Rotten fancies. He that 
is wedded to an Opinion, and hath Wir to maintaine it, 
ſhall neuer want ſome Scripture, which (with a little 
woing) may {eeme to Countenance it. It was(youknow ) 
the boaſt of one Chry/ippms, of whom Laertives makes men» 
tion, that he often wanted opinions to adyance, but once 
hauing an opinion,he neuer wanted Arguments to defend 
it, Itis a miſerable praiſe to bee a witrie diſturber of the 
Churches peace ; And yet, this is the onely praife that ma- 
ny doe affet, who hauing once faſtened vpon ſome Aſler- 
tion (though neuer ſo abfurd)think ittheir glory to defend 
it, Conceiting all that they ſee, or heare, or reade, makes 
forit: Like him in »fr5forle, who where cuer he went, he 
thought he aw the piRure of himſelfe. Thus wee reade 
of «Adrian the Pope, who when the Contentions were be- 
ewixt the ſeruices of Saint Ambroſe and Saint Gregory , 
which ſhould take place, by common conſent both rhe 
"maſſe-bookes were laid vpon Saint Peters Altar, expeting 
the deciſion of that doubt by Reuelation : The Church 
dores being opened in the morning, Saint Gregories maſle- 
booke was rent,and torne in many pieces, and lay ſcattered 
about the Church, but Saint Ambro/e's lay whole and open 
vpon the Altar ; which cuent, one would haue thought, 
ſhould hauc ſignified thus much ; that the Maſe of Gregory 
ſhould be Cancelled and aboliſhed, and that of Amvreſ7 
authenticall and allowed : But now / eye (who 
was for Gre expounds it thus : t e renting and 
ſcatteri - {lor miſſal, intended the dif ”. of it 
ouer all the Chriſtian world, and that it ſhould bee onely 
receiued as Canonicall.
